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1. In the Response filed 12/16/05, applicant argues that "the upper surface of an 
oxide layer formed on the sidewall 38 of recess 36 as described in Bloom is substantially 
flush with substrate region 18 and not substantially flush with the first region 
16/' 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Figure 1A of Bloom is reproduced with an 
oxide layer of 1.1 microns thick formed on the sidewalls 38 when the exposed 
semiconductor substrate is oxidized (col. 9, lines 23-26; col. 10, lines 52-55). 



As shown in the above figure, the upper horizontal surface of the oxide layer is 
substantially flush with the bottom surface of the first region (the diagram 16). 

As noted in the previous Office action, since the walls 38 of the silicon substrate
